DOMESTIC NEWS. 


C on tracts fo r th e N ew C ruisers. 
W ashington, November 29th.—The Sec­ 
retary of the Navy to-day accepted the fol­ 
lowing bids for the construction of new 
cruisers and gunboats : Cruiser No. 2, the 
Charleston, Union Iron W orks, of San 
Francisco, at $1,017,500 ; cruiser No. 3, the 
Baltimore. Cramp & Sons, of Philadelphia, 
at $1,320,000: gun-boat No. 2, the Colum­ 
bia, Iron W orks S¿ Dry Dock Company, of 
Baltimore, at $247,000. 
In the case of gun­ 
boat No. 1 no decision has yet been reached 
as between the bid of Reeder & Sons and 
the bid of Cramp & Sons. Although the 
Union Iron W orks, of Sau Francisco, put 
in the lowest bid on cruiser No. 1, the 
Newark, yet, as the figures exceed the 
m axim um am ount fixed in the appropria­ 
tion bill, the Secretary was unable to ac­ 
cept their bid. 
He will probably refer the 
m atter to Congress, with a statem ent of the 
facts, and recommend that the appropria­ 
tion for the construction of cruiser No. 1 be 
increased, or that the Government be au­ 
thorized to traild the vessel at one of the 
navy yards. 


A GREAT THING FOR CALIFORNIA. 
The construction of a modern ship-of- 
war on the Pacific coast, Mr. Scott thinks, 
m arks the beginning of a new and very 
im portant industry in California. 
The 
U nion Iron W orks propose to build a ship 
that will not only he a credit to the Gov­ 
ernment, but will show Chile, Japan and 
China that they need not hereafter send to 
the Clyde for ships of war and repairs 
thereto, but can have their navies built and 
repaired on the Pacific, thus avoiding the 
expense of a long journey “ around the 
H orn’’ from Great Britain. The contractors 
have figured very closely on the Charleston, 
and while they are at greater expense for 
material and labor 
than Eastern ship­ 
builders, they have other advantages that 
their Atlantic rivals do not enjoy. 
Labor 
is the chief element of cost in building 
ships, and m en can work better in the 
equable clim ate of San Francisco than in 
the severe winters and hot sum m ers that 
are experienced in the Delaware shipyards 
W o m a n ’» A p n e a l fo r T e m p e ra n c e and 
P u r ity . 
Chicago, November 29th.—In accordance 
with a resolution adopted at the recent 
M inneapolis Convention, an address was 
issued by the National W omen’s Christian 
Temperance Union to “ all Kniglils of La­ 
bor, Trades Unions, anu other labor organ­ 
izations.” 
It says the W omen’s Tem per­ 
ance Union is in sym pathy with their 
methods, as involve co-operation, arbitra­ 
tion and the ballot-box. They rejoice in 
the broad platform of m utual help w hith 
recognizes neither sex, race nor creed, and 
the elevation to their rightful place of 
women. 
They m ention with joy their hos­ 
tile attitude toward the saloons, and the 
vow made by the newly-elected officers of 
the K nights of Labor at Richmond, Va., 
when they 
pledged themselves to he 
total abstainers throughout their terms of 
office. The address states that they do 
not believe that it is over-production so 
much as under-consumption that grinds 
the faces of workingmen. 
The Tem per­ 
ance Union calls attention to its “ W hite 
Cross ” pledge of equal chastity for man 
and woman, and of pure lives. The ad­ 
dress asks for the help of the labor organ­ 
izations in the efforts to secure adequate 
protection by law for the daughters of the 
rich and the poor alike from the cruelty of 
base and cruel m en ; also, their endeavor 
to preserve the American Sabbath with its 
rest and quiet. An appeal is m ade to the 
voters to cast their ballots only for such 
measures and such men as are solemnly 
committed to the prohibition of every 
brewery, distillery and dram-shop in the 
nation. 
The address is signed by Frances 
E. W illard, President, and Caroline B. 
Buell, Corresponding Secretary. 


T h e P lu n d e r e d M ail B a g s. 
W ashington, November 2i*th.—Nicholas 
M. Bell, Superintendent of Foreign Mails, 
lias received a list of the American regis­ 
tered packages lost in the recent Belgium 
mail robbery. 
The following are among 
the originating offices, and the numbers of 
the packages lost which were m ailed in the 
W est: 
Sacramento, California, No. -171; 
Oakland, California, Nos. 709 and 710; San 
Francisco, California, Nos. 5,495 and 11,061. 
Referring to the statem ent cabled from 
Brussels that the Belgian Government, 
under existing treaties, is responsible to 
this Government for these lost packages, 
Stm erintendent Bell said that for want of 
Congressional authority the posta! author­ 
ities have not subscribed to that provision 
of the Lisbon Postal Union Treaty which 
provides for indemnification to owners for 
the loss of registered m atter; and as the 
provisions of the treaty are reciprocal in 
their operation, they bind only those Gov­ 
ernments which have become parties to 
them . Superintendent Bell also stated that 
the statements in the dispatches purport­ 
ing to give the aggregate value of the list of 
packages were the merest guesswork, as no 
one could know the value o f the packages 
but the senders. 


S o ld ie rin g o n th e F r o n tie r . 
Chicago, November 2t»th.—A special from 
Bismarck (D. T.) says : 
A party of army 
officers who have arrived here t'rum Fort 
Yates give a description of one of the most 
thrilling rides in the history of this coun­ 
try. They were seventy hours in a bliz­ 
zard in coming from Fort Lincoln, a dis­ 
tance of sixty miles, or over an hour to 
a niiie. Their vehicle was an ambulance 
and was drawn by four mules. During 
Monday night, when the bLzzard was at its 
height, they were compelled to shovel and 
plunge their way through snowdrifts from 
six to ten feet deep, and the continual use 
of the whips and goading-sticks was neces­ 
sary to keep the exhausted anim als on the 
walk. The officers state that but for the 
instinct of the anim als they would have 
been lost and frozen to death. They arrived 
at Fort Lincoln without a covering to their 
ambulance, this protection having been 
blown away by the first night’s wind, and 
w ithin thirty m inutes of their arrival one 
of the anim als dropped dead. 
It was a 
fight for life for seventy-two hours, and 
they describe the trip as a most horrible 
experience.

THE NEW CRUISER. 


The people of the coast are to be con­ 
gratulated upon the fact that a San Fran­ 
cisco firm of iron-workers has secured the 
contract for the building of the second 
iron twin-screw steam cruiser 
for the 
United States navy. The fact that the 
“ Charleston ” is to be built in California 
will have a great influence in directing at­ 
tention to the State and in conveying to 
the people at the East, who are inclined 
to doubt our capabilities, some adequate 
idea of the industrial strength of the 
State. 
The building of the cruiser will 
engage 
about 1,000 men—iron-workers 
mainly—for a year and a half. Such a 
work will be a potent influence in stimu­ 
lating other industries and in upbuilding 
faith in our mechanical ability. It will 
also certainly lead to other Government 
construction upon the coast, and, as an 
“ ice-breaker,” is to be regarded as an in­ 
itial effort of the highest importance to 
the State. 
It is gratifying to learn, also, 
that the new cruiser, which is to be the 
counterpart of the English-built cruiser 
Xanina, recently built for the Japanese 
navy, is to remain upon this coast as an 
added defense to our exposed ports. The 
new vessel will be 300 feet in length, 46 
feet molded breadth, and of 3,730 tons dis­ 
placement. 
It will be of steel hull, with 
double bottom under the engines and 
boilers, and a steel protective deck, from 
two to three inches thick, above. 
Her 
armament will consist of two ten-inch 
breech-loading pivoted rifles, six six-inch 
four-ton breech-loading pivoted rifles, two 
six-pounders, eight one-inch Nordenfeldt, 
and four Gardner machine guns, besides a 
torpedo battery. She will he fitted to 
carry a force of 325 officers and men. 


T h e San Francisco Examiner says it does 
not sympathize with the antipathy felt by 
many Democrats to the Mugwump. Prob­ 
ably not. The machine Democracy, of 
which the Examiner is an illustrious e 
ponent, has received such material aid 
from the Mugwump, that even it cannot 
entertain a feeling of ingratitude. 
We 
can conceive, however, that individual 
members of the Democratic party, who are 
self-respecting and at peace with them­ 
selves, despise such aids to success. The 
Democrat who is sincere in his political 
faith desires it to attain strength and power 
hy its merit. It is the poorest consolation 
possible to give him, to say that but for the 
aid of certain rebellious elements of the 
enemy liis party would win no success. 
Tiie Examiner credits the Mugwump with 
such potency that it claims Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire and several other sun- 
rising States for the Democracy in 1888, hy 
reason of Mugwumpery. 
It, however, 
counts without its host; that which once 
badly frightened the Republican party, 
lias now no terrors for it. The Examiner, 
finally, explains just what it conceives a 
Mugwump to be : “ A decent, clean Re­ 
publican 
who 
votes 
the Democratic 
ticket.” 
It should have added, “ hut who 
anuounces his abhorrence of Democrats 
principles and methods.” In the light of 
the Examiner's “ darkly luminous” defini­ 
tion, it might be in order to ask it to class­ 
ify a “ decent, clean ” Democrat who votes 
the Republican ticket. 
In such cases it 
probably places a very different estimate 
upon the constituents of decency and 
cleanliness.

why should they he subjected to penalties 
and supervision tending- to drive them 
back to the landlords? Can they, consist­ 
ently with human rights and humanity, he 
cowed or punished for thus agreeing, pro­ 
vided their organizations are open, peace­ 
able and do not infringe upon the laws for 
the protection of the lives and property of 
others? W hy should we be surprised at 
all that men and women evicted from 
lands for failure to pay what seems to he 
agreed among the Irish people is rental 
beyond their ability, should revolt, or that 
out of such a state of affairs as now exists 
in Ireland there should issue rebellion,

THE SEW RAILROAD 


From W illow a Through Kound Valley 
into M endocino. 
W hile the building of short railroad 
lines in the southern portion of the State is 
the order of the day. the central and north­ 
ern portions also are building feeders to 
the trunk lines, and opening up agricult­ 
ural and tim ber sections. Turton & Knox, 
of this city, contractors, will commence 
this m orning the work of grading for the 
new road from W illows, in Colusa county, 
through Round valley into 
Mendocino 
county. The W illows Journal of Saturday 
last, in speaking of this road, says : 
“ T he W est Side and Mendocino R ail­ 
road, starting from W illows, running west 
through 
Round 
valley, in 
Mendocino 
county, thence on to the coast, is now an 
assured fact. 
W hen the proposition was 
first advanced the railroad people were 
given to understand that the right of way 
from this point to Stony creek would be 
granted w ithout trouble and cost to them. 
Upon this assurance they caused the road 
to be located and surveyed from here to 
the m outh of Grindstone creek, a distance 
of some 22 miles, from which point on 
westward the right of way is of insignifi­ 
cant value for a considerable distance. 
W hen, lxowever, the railroad people at­ 
tem pted to secure the right of way over 
the located road, it was found that a con­ 
siderable sum ol money would be required 
to satisfy the claims of those who declared 
themselves seriously damaged by the build­ 
ing of the road. 
As a natural consequence 
this state of 
affairs stayed operations. 
The company was not willing to accede 
to tiie demands of a num ber of parties, 
and for a tim e it looked as though W il­ 
lows would lose the road entirely. 
At 
this stage of the proceeding Hon. Pat. 
O'Rrien, one of our most prom inent and 
wealthy citizens, took the m atter in band. 
He caused a petition to be drawn, briefly 
setting forth the facts in the case, and 
soliciting funds to insure the inauguration 
of the enterprise. 
He circulated the peti­ 
tion in person and in less tim e than it 
takes to write this article, subscriptions 
were piling up in a magnificent style. 
Before starting his petition, however, he 
insured the railroad people the right of 
way, relying upon the good sense of his 
neighbors and the liberality of the town 
for a measure of indem nity, and holding 
him self responsible for 
the remainder. 
W hile he has secured the road for us it has 
not been without great exertion and heavy 
expense tm his part, but Mr. O’Brien is a 
liberal man, full ot public spirit, progress 
and enterprise. 
He is an example for 
wealthy men to follow. 
He believes in 
doing good and benefiting his fellow man : 
in such cases accumulation of wealth by 
the individual is a blessing to a com­ 
m unity. 
But Pat O’Briens are scarce. 
W hen wealth and generosity go hand in 
hand the good will on earth will reign. 
Willows will receive a lasting benefit, and 
Mr. O'Brien will receive the enduring 
thanks of her citizens.”

Senator Stanford is especial!}’ interested in 
the passage of two bills at the coming 
session of Congress. One is the school in­ 
dem nity bill, to indem nify the State for 
the loss of the sixteenth and thirty-sixth 
sections of school lands, which were m in­ 
eral lands. 
The other bill is to give Cali­ 
fornia live per cent. ot the gross proceeds 
of the sales of public lands in California 
for school purposes. Every other State has 
received such money. ’

the W oodland and Clear Lake Railroad 
project had been abandoned, E. K. Alsip, 
of this city. Secretary of the organization 
having the m atter in charge, wrote the fol­ 
lowing note to the editor, under date of 
November 22d : " I notice in your issue of 
last Friday that you state th at you thought 
the W oodland route had quit, owing to 
your county not subscribing $100.000, It is 
true we have not been up there of late, but 
we have made our surveys through the 
canyon, find the grade easy and by far the 
most feasible route into Lake county.

H a v e th e K u lg lits o f L a b o r O v e rre a c h e d | 
Them selves ? 
[By telegraph to the Reoo rD-Usios.] 
New Y ork, November 29th.—The T rib ­ 
une's Lynn. Mass., dispatch say s: During , 
the past week the revolt w ithin the order I 
of the K nights ot Labor has been proceed- j 
ing with larcer results than ever before j 
since the reaction began. The leaders, who I 
have been securing a living in the cause, 
are very much alarmed, and their action is 
all the more significant, as former prom ­ 
inent members do not hesitate to denounce 
the order. 
The Fem ale Stitchers’ Union 
is steadily decreasing in mem bership from 
the failure of the members to pay their 
dues. The shoemakers are yet at work in 
Rumsev Bros.’s factory, tiie K nights of 
Labor Executive Board not having suffi­ 
cient influence to them out. 
A strike oc­ 
curred because the firm discharged u man 
it did not desire. Several m onths ago the 
Shoeheelers’ Union was in excellent stand­ 
ing, while now more than nine hundred of 
the former 1,100 members are in arrears 
from $20 to $40 for dues and assessments. 
Leading members say it can never recover 
its position. The K nights of Labor deca­ 
dence is due to the fact that they did not 
confine their operations to the work that 
came under their declaration of principles, 
but tried to reorganize the society accord­ 
ing to their own radical notions. ’ The use 
of the boycott has been the most jrotent 
factor to hasten their disintegration. 


A J u a t T r ib u te tn a n E m in e n t C a lifo r n ia n . 
[From the Argonaut, N cvenl«.-21tb.] 
Preceding a political campaign in this 
country, we are afflicted with a crop of po­ 
litical prophets, who spring forth with 
som ething of the magical fecundity of a 
compost heap in the production of m ush­ 
rooms. The election past and the results 
known, the crop of prophets gives way to a 
no less obnoxious spawn of political phil­ 
osophers, afflicted w ith the necrosis of 
idiotic analysis, who seek to expose the 
subtle workings of ail the occult forces 
which «ombine to produce the results. A 
closer intim acy with the personnel of these 
classes invariably dbeloses their complete 
individual identity. The prophet preced­ 
ing the election is' but the tadpole of the 
philosophical frog who succeeds it. Some 
of these amphibious specimens with coarse 
croakings of seeming profundity and pro­ 
truding eyes of sim ulated wisdom, have 
pretended to see in the recent partial defeat 
of the Republican party a measure of re­ 
buke to that party for having chosen the 
Hon. Leland Stanford for Senator in Con­ 
gress for the term of six years. T his is but 
one of the m any hundreds of pretended ex­ 
planations—which do not explain—of the 
reasons for the partial discomfiture of the 
Republican hosts. An explanation so ob­ 
viously erroneous and stupid does not de­ 
m and answer at any hand or from any 
source, but stupidity and ignorance, when 
they seek expression, seldom fail to afford 
text for the comm ent of higher wisdom. 
Even mediocre intelligence does not need 
to be informed that the personality of Gov. 
Stanford, or the position he so honorably 
fills in the United States Senate, was in no 
sense in issue in the campaign just ended ; 
but the suggestion challenges attention by 
its very absurdity. 
There is no better indication that an in­ 
dividual is a splendid factor in the affairs 
cf men, States, or of nations, than the tend­ 
ency to attribute all accomplished facts, 
whether of success or of failure, to the ex­ 
ercise of his influences. 
The assertion that 
the recognition of Governor Stanford’s 
abilities to serve the State in a position sec­ 
ond only to that of the Chief-Magistracy, 
on the part of the Republican party, has 
had som ething to do with its recent re­ 
verses, needs no refutation ; still the asser­ 
tion serves to attiact attention to the dis­ 
tinguished citir.en whose liante is involved, 
and to invite sortie analysis of those dis­ 
tinguished qualities which combine to 
fot in a character of true greatness, and to 
produce a career as truly rem arkable as 
that of any living American. 
Nearness of 
view is not the most favorable condition 
under which to form ju st estimates of the 
greatness of m en ; even the great characters 
of history acquire colossal proportions cnly 
when viewed from that distance which 
brings ail the attributes of their greatness 
into harm onious relation and symmetrical 
form. 
To the person with whom we are 
in daily contact, the attributes of power, 
the elements of strength, the exaltation of 
character, appear so easy of exercise, that, 
front becoming every-day occurrences to 
our senses, they become commonplace to 
our appreciation. 
For this reason, the 
more exalted virtues of our friends find 
recognition in their obituary notices. The 
praises we bestow’ upon departed heroes 
serve only to give emphasis to that insuf­ 
ferable littleness in m ankind which w ith­ 
holds just praise from living m en. 
Re­ 
cently the nation laid to rest one of its 
great men. 
Front the mere possible can­ 
didate of a party for the office of President, 
he was transfigured into a savior of his 
country, and Riverside became scarcely 
less sacred to patriotic m emory titan Mount 
Vernon. The laurels we w ithheld front 
the brow of the living, we now bring to lay 
on the unresponsive grave of the dead. An 
adm irer may become a just critic, but when 
criticism proceeds from adm iration all com­ 
m endation should be based upon irrefraga­ 
ble facts in the record. Of all arts, ju st por­ 
traiture, w hether on paper ns biogrunhv, or 
on canvas in enduring colors, is th e most 
difficult. Affection softens every rough 
lineam ent; envy or hate distorts them . 
Love draws every angular line more sym ­ 
metrical than the truth ; hate confers upon 
them more hideous angularity, 
it belongs 
only to those who look upon a cbaracttr 
without favor or malevolence to produce 
work entirely just. 
Governor Stanford has achieved the right 
to a fame beyond the reach of envy. Com­ 
ing upon the stage of action in that heroic 
period of our country’s history when the 
great battle between liberty and slavery 
was fought, he early arrayed his great en­ 
ergies and his keen foresight on the side of 
liberty, and by the strength and the cour­ 
age of his convictions became a potent 
factor in the grand achievements of that 
m emorable time. Bred to the profession 
of law. the strong analytical character of 
his m ind led him early to a broad compre­ 
hension of the foundation principles of 
government and of society, rather than to 
the retention of provision of codes or the 
temporizing policies of statutes. W ith tiiat 
singular lucidity of m ind which has char­ 
acterized all the adm inistrative acts of his 
life, he based his political convictions upon 
the im m utable principle of the inalienable 
rights of men. and thus, early in his career, 
he reached that perfect consonance witli 
the most profound political philosophy 
which guided the fathers of the republic. 
In his very earliest writings, messages and 
speeches lie manifested th at clear compre­ 
hension of the great departure from the old 
forms of usurpation taken by our fathers in 
the foundation of this Government, which 
distinguishes his views to-day, and which 
allies him as closely w ith the earliest and 
best traditions of the nation as that of any 
other living American statesman. 
In his early manhood he perceived with 
clearness the underlying distinction be­ 
tween governments founded in force and 
governments of consent. 
He saw the nat­ 
ural tendency toward absolutism in all 
governments, 
under all form'-, and 
is 
clearly understood the value of th at decla­ 
ration which accords to men inalienable 
rights, and the security of these rights to 
each individual to be the one great office of 
government. In the earliest history of the 
Republican party he said; “ All govern­ 
m ents but ours are founded in grants of 
rights and privileges to the people, grants 
of right proceeding from the Government. 
Here in America we have established a 
Government which receives its grant of au­ 
thority from the people. 
W e concede all 
just power of government to proceed front 
the consent of the governed, and it is not, 
therefore, conceivable th at in 
granting 
power the people have surrendered to the 
Government the power to extinguish those 
rights which, granted by the Creator, are 
forever inalienable in m an.” 
H e very 
early and clearly perceived that the great 
doctrine of inalienable rights in the citizen 
and the conservation of these rights hy the 
Government, would never find its proper 
unfoldment in a nation which tolerated 
hum an slavery. H e saw that if slavery 
lived and prevailed, these doctrines m ust 
die, and that the Government founded 
upon them m ust fail. 
On the other hand, he saw th at their 
complete assertion, their full and trium ph­ 
ant recognition, would of themselves de­ 
stroy slavery. 
In recalling the personal 
history of the men of that time, and the 
various phases of political phenomena 
which attended it, it is highly interesting 
to note the two classifications of anti-slav­ 
ery sentiment. There were those whose 
anti-slaverv principles proceeded from sym­ 
pathy with the debased condition of the 
slave. To all such the most ready weapon 
against slavery was reference to the lash, to 
the slave hovel, and to the embruted con­ 
dition of the slave. To the argum ents of 
such, the apparent contentm ent of the 
slave w’ith his condition was deemed suffi­ 
cient answer. 
But there was another and 
a more powerful class of antagonists to the 
institution of slavery—those versed in the 
more profound philosophy of hum an gov­ 
ernm ent and the inexorable logic o f eter­ 
nal principles, These were interested in 
the establishm ent of the rights of the slave, 
because in the m aintenance of such rights 
were involved the rights ot all m ankind. 
To this latter class Governor Stanford be- 
lontred. 
He once said : 
“ W hile a student I was profoundly in­ 
terested in ‘ W avland’s Moral Philosophy.’ 
Early perceiving that the rights of men 
were inalienable, I read W ayland’s stric­ 
tures upon the enslavement of men, with a 
deep conviction of the inconsistency of the 
great foundation of free government with 
the doctrines by which slavery m ust be 
perpetuated. 
Dr. Wey land said • ‘ If these 
things be true, when shall we begin to do 
better?’ The justice of the plea found a 
lodgment in my conscience, and from that 
m oment 1 became anti-slavery.” 
An unpopular cause may not hope to 
find adherents among others than those 
who are controlled by honest conviction. 
In the m ind of Governor Stanford the 
cause of the slave was the cause of free 
government. 
To his conception the doc­ 
trine of the inalienable righls of men was 
the only barrier to absolutism in govern­ 
m ent. 
Among the defenders of slavery 
were men of as lucid intelligence as this 
age has produced. 
They saw clearly the 
true battle-ground of the conflict, and de­ 
nounced the great m axim s of civil liberty 
promulgated in the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence as glittering generalities. 
The 
issues growing ont of the slavery question 
were, as viewed from the standpoint of the 
higher intelligences, as broad as the entire 
field of political philosopv covered by the 
Declaration of Independence and the'Con­ 
stitution of the United States. 
In this 


State the two tides of political ethics flow­ 
ing from the free North and the slave South 
m et in contentious commingling. The ap­ 
peal from argum ent to the arbitram ent of 
the sword was in process of germination, 
and 
Governor 
Stanford 
possessed the 
requisite moral and physical courage ne­ 
cessary to the m aintenance of a position as 
a strong advocate of Republican principles. 
Tbat he belonged to the few who founded 
the Republican party on this coast will re­ 
m ain forever a most convincing testimonial 
ot the strength of his conviction, the m an­ 
liness ot his courage and the perspicacity 
of his judgm ent. 
H e possessed in an em ­ 
inent degree that indispensable quality of 
leadership which combines discordant ele­ 
m ents into a homogeneous following. 
He 
possesses equally with the greatest tuen of 
his tim e the faculty of attracting to him ­ 
self the masses of men, and retaining their 
confidence. 
Possessed of these distinguishing ele­ 
m ents of a great leader, he wus chosen the 
first Republican Governor of the State. He 
was thus chosen the first standard-bearer 
of the party because he was him self the 
embodim ent of the great principles which 
called it into life, and he remains to-day 
the most faithful exponent of its best tra­ 
ditions. H e administered the government 
of a great State in a time of war, and 
proved himself not only equal to adm inis­ 
tration of the Government of a tranquil 
country, but equal to those surprising and 
terrible emergencies which the vicissitudes 
of national lite ofttimes engender. The 
nation was victorious in the struggle for 
the preservation of its integrity. 
The 
principles for which GovernorStartford had 
contended had trium phed. 
The infant 
party whose foundations he had assisted to 
lay had achieved national 
ascendancy. 
Slavery had been slain, und to its over­ 
throw he had contributed the aid of his 
strong personality, liis political sagacity, 
his adm inistrative ¿ibility, and the argu­ 
ments of his high intelligence. 
H e left the 
Chief Executive chair to enter upon a still 
higher career of adm inistrative activity. 
The war for the preservation of the Union 
had paralyzed the commerce of the country 
and arrested its growth and development. 
Among the boldest conceptions of policy 
which distinguished the adm inistration of 
A braham Lincoln was that which relates 
to the inauguration ot a system of internal 
improvements. 
The most gigantic of all the schemes in 
this direction, and the one which will for­ 
ever rem ain the m ost conspicuous m onu­ 
m ent to ihe splendid energy of the time, 
was the construction of an overland rail­ 
road. To rightly estim ate the m agnitude 
of this undertaking, it m ust be seen from 
its prospective rather than from its retro­ 
spective view. 
In the amonnc of capital 
to be placed at risk, the physical difficult­ 
ies to be overcome, the m ountain barriers 
to be surm ounted, the problems of engi­ 
neering skill to be solved, the natural ele­ 
m ents to be contended with—-the project of 
spanning a continent more than 3,000 miles 
wide by a railroad was the most gigantic 
enterprise ever undertaken in the history 
of m ankind. To the Drospective contem­ 
plation it presented features of such colossal 
proportions as to dw arf all the former un­ 
dertakings of men. 
Before it, the con­ 
struction of the Pyramids, the great canal 
of China, the Chinese wall, and all other 
public works involving a risk of vast vol­ 
umes of capital and the solution of great 
mechanical problems, sank into insignifi­ 
cance. 
The successful adm inistration of 
the affairs of such an undertaking dem and­ 
ed the highest order of executive ability, 
coupled with the broadest and most varied 
intelligence concerning the principles of 
commerce, financial science, engineering 
possibilities, and, in short, high capabili­ 
ties in every field of hum an activity. The 
completion ot the first overland railroad 
was the grandest trium ph of American 
enterprise this country has witnessed. For 
nearly a quarter of a century Governor 
Stanford has been the leading, organizing 
and controling ntind of that great enter­ 
prise. 
Its contributions to national great­ 
ness are incalculable; its influence upon 
the progress and the civilization of our 
country is inestimable. We look backward 
to-day to see not"only a single railroad 
spanning the continent, hut a system of 
overland railways an accomplished fact. 
As a contributor to the material develop­ 
m ent of his country, therefore, Governor 
Stanford has no peer. The enterprises of 
other great railway builders were invited 
by conditions which conspired, as it were, 
to their success. 
It was the task of the 
first overland railroad builders to create 
favoring conditions. In the extraordinary 
hazard of that undertaking, in the face of 
all the doubts and uncertainty of that en­ 
terprise, Governor Stanford risked his for­ 
tune and his future. T hat he won both 
wealth and fiftne was a just reward of what 
m ust ever be recognized as a heroic en­ 
deavor. 
W hat he won by the success of 
that great enterprise would have been suf­ 
ficient to satiate the ambi ion of a less 
energetic m an, but the country was not to 
lose the benefit of his restless energy. The 
m ain line of the overland railroad was sup­ 
plem ented by a network of State railways, 
which have urged forward the develop­ 
ment of our State, and later another over­ 
land road, connecting tide-water ou the At­ 
lantic with tide-water on the Pacific, stands 
as a second great m onum ent to tiie indus­ 
try, the energy and the capacity of a use­ 
ful life. Governor Stanford achieved great 
wealth, Lilt his inclinations in this direc­ 
tion did not become passions, and that tiie 
gratified passion for wealth did not partake 
of the character of a m oral disease—as is 
;o i often the ease— s witnessed by if e high 
uses to which lie has devotee! the accum u­ 
lations of his lifetime. If he accumulated 
wealth, his enterprises created empires of 
(wealth to be accumulated by others; anil 
at last he patronized learning, not by unin­ 
ventive gilts to institutions already estab­ 
lished, but hy that judicious 
liberality 
which lays the fouudatiou for the learning 
of the future. 
There is an eminence due to inherent 
gieatness upon which mere official prom i­ 
nence can confer no additional emphasis of 
distinction. 
There is a distinguishm ent 
to which no popular recognition can add 
dislinctioh. The selection of a man for an 
office charged with high adm inistrative du­ 
ties is a popular recognition of tne requi­ 
site abilities for the discharge of such du­ 
ties. 
It will be plainly recognized that 
Governor Stanford has successfully en­ 
countered 
difficulties of adm inistration 
greater than those which confronta Senator 
in Congress; and even if his friends should 
claim for his career the largest preparatory 
experience fitting him for the chief magis-. 
tracv of this nation, tiie claim would not 
be amenable to the charge of over partial 
panegyric, but rather to the well-sustained 
conclusion of a confirming record. 
His 
history revealsoucof those brilliant careers 
which add lustre to the free institutions of 
our country, and which furnish to our 
young nieii the inspiration of grand ex­ 
ample. The lives of men grow naturally 
out of their inherent propensities. 
A 
brilliant career has its foundation in the 
character of the man v ho achieves it, and 
the career of Governor Stanford is a super­ 
structure which bears testimony to the 
breadth of its foundation. 
If his name 
does not stand high upon the roll of m ili­ 
tare conquerors, it is found upon a far bet- 
t tr'litt, and upon a far higher plane of con 
quest.

If I have m ade a 
mistake and left a friend behind, he will honor 
m y last request.

Born San Francisco, Novem ber 29,1859. 
On the other side of the scrap of paper 
was scraw led: 
To w hom it m ay concern. C lark, Coroner. 
P. S. The poison is not acting property, so I will 
jum p into th e river. I w on't float, for you will 
find my body close to m y clothes, as I have 
w eighted it.

Mrs. F ratt and Mrs. Clayton appeared be­ 
fore the Board and m ads an arrangem ent 
whereby the city is to pay a m onthly rental 
of $25 for the school building at the 
Protestant Orphan Asylum, from January 
1, 1887.

One day la st w eek th e S u p e rin te n d e n t 
suspended Professor A n d e rso n of th e High 
School until Monday m orning for " u n p r o ­ 
fessio n al conduct a n d insubordination.’ 
The Board m et th a t evening a n d passed a 
resolution censuring th e S u p e rin te n d e n t 
for hi8 act but failed to reinstate Mr. A n­ 
derson. 
_ 
At the meeting last evening, in order to 
correct that oversight. Director Alsip offered 
the following resolution, which he read 
him self: 
Krsolivd, T hat W. W. Anderson shall not be 
deprived of the right to draw th e full am ount 
of his salary for the m onth of November, 1886, 
by reason of his having been suspended by the 
City Superintendent. 
Mr. Beard addressed the Board with con­ 
siderable warm th. 
He said he hoped the 
Board would refuse to pass the resolution. 
Professor Anderson had not earned the 
salary: he was not entitled to a cent of it, 
and it should not be allowed him. 
Director Alsip—If we see tit to allow him 
the salary we can do so. 
. 
Mr. Beard—He is reinstated—was rein­ 
stated this m orning—as my suspension 
only run to that time. The Board at their 
special meeting did not overrule my act. 
If the Board told him to ignore me. they 
did very wrong. 
I will refuse to certify 
Professor Anderson’s claim to the City A u­ 
ditor until I am convinced that I am 
wrong. 
H e justly and meritoriously for­ 
feited his right to the salary in question. If 
necessary, I will carry the m atter to the 
highest Court. I will give you notice now 
that I will not certify to his pay during the 
time he did not teach, and while he was 
suspended. 
In order that the other teach­ 
ers may draw their salaries, I will certify 
to the pay-roll, m aking an exception in his 
case, and' the City Auditor can do as he 
sees fit in the matter. 
Director Conklin—The Finance Commit­ 
tee requires the Superintendent to make 
out the pay-roll as they direct. 
Mr. Beard—Then I will not make it out 
so far as Professor Anderson is concerned. 
H e shall not have what he has not earned. 
He shall not be given what does not belong 
to him . 
W hat does belong to him I will 
certify to, but nognore. 
The resolution was passed unanim ously, 
and the pay-roll made out in accordance 
with the direction of the Finance Commit­ 
tee. 
On th.e reverse side of the pay-roll the 
Finance Committee sign it as " correct;” 
the Superintendent signs the following as 
ex officio Secrelarj’ : 
I hereby certify th a t the w ith in bills and 
am ounts Wore duly audited, allow ed and or­ 
dered paid out of the city school fund by the 
Board of E ducation at a legal m eeting thereof.

T h e S u n d a y Law C o n v en tio n . 
San F r a n c is c o . November 20ih.—Pur­ 
suant to the call issued by the Pastors’ 
Union of Sacramento, a State Convention 
met at Ifcung Men’s Christian Association 
Hall in this city at 2 p. m. to-day, with at 
least sixty ministers and others present. 
On motion of Dr. Wheeler of Sacramento, 
Rev Dr. Horton of Oakland was called to 
preside, ami Rev. Mr. Filben was elected 
Secretan-. 
Dr. Wheeler stated that the 
movement for procuring a new Sundav 
law originated with the Pastors’ Union oi 
Sacramento. The Sabbath day there had 
become a gala day for Sabbatli-breakers, 
who sometimes went so far as to interrupt 
public worship. 
The 
Pastors’ Union 
opened a correspondence with divines 
throughout the State on the subject of a 
Sunday law, and the answers received jus­ 
tified the call for this convention. 
A 
motion made to approve the call was op­ 
posed by Rev. John Kimball, editor of the 
Pacific. He opposed this because the call 
contemplated the use of the influence of 
the church on the Legislature just elected 
to secure the passage of a Sunday law. He 
said it would be vain to make the attempt. 
He believed in agitating the subject, in 
appointing committees and disseminating 
literature. The Democratic party was no­ 
toriously against any such legislation. 
After Rev. Mr. Kimball concluded, Rev. 
Mr. Briggs suggested that the Sacramento 
ministers who had called the meeting sub­ 
mit such plans as they had probably pre­ 
pared. Rev. Dr. Sweeny thought that the 
only way to success was by urging the 
question from other than a religious stand­ 
point. Rev. Mr. McHatten, of Sacramento, 
stated that plans had been proposed at Sac­ 
ramento and would be brought before the 
meeting on the arrival of the Sacramento 
delegates. 
Dr. Chapman considered the 
movement a religious one and was opposed 
to divorcing it from a Christian standpoint.

S to c k to n , November 29th.—After four 
months of sickness, Mrs. Joseph A. Martin 
one night recently returned from San Fran­ 
cisco to her home at Turlock. She found 
the house deserted, and the curtains, blank­ 
ets, etc., gone.
